Movement for a Robert A. Taft- 
Thomas E.’Dewey ticket came from 
the unbossed delegates who are 
dead-set against the nomination of 
Wendell Willkie—and they may act 
on their own initiative from the 
floor of the convention if the coali­ 
tion is not offered them shortly. 
Managers of the Taft, Dewey and 
Willkie camps meanwhile saw no 
threats to their campaigns in the 
convention appearance of former 
President Herbert Hoover. The ex­ 
president came, was seen, but failed 
to conquer.

(International News Service) 
BALBOA, C. Z., June 26—With 
mine fields laid to protect both At­ 
lantic and Pacific aproeches to the 
Panama Canal, the entire Canal 
Zone 
armed 
forces 
today

placed on virtually a wartime ba­ 
sis and batteries erf coast artillery 
were moved to strengthen Ameri­ 
can defenses at both ends of the 
waterway across the isthmus. 
Two batteries of 14-inch coast 
artillery guns have been transferred 
from the Pacific side to the Atlan­ 
tic to strengthen the latter position, 
and military authorities admitted 
that mine layers have sown a mine 
field at both approaches to the 
canal.

WORKING SCHEDULES

LONDON, June 26—Soviet Rus­ 
sia today increased the working 
week from six to seven days, and 
also lengthened the daily working 
hours in new armament drives, ac­ 
cording to a Reuters «British) news 
agency dispatch from Moscow.

State Delegates May 
Shift On Early Ballot

PHILADELPHIA, June 26—The 
Pennsylvania 
delegation, 
second 
largest at the Republican national 
convention, today found itself fac­ 
ing a three-way split among the 
presidential candidates unless Gov. 
Arthur H. James can increase his 
strength after the first ballot. 
This appeared to be the situation 
as the time for balloting neared, 
with James’ name expected to be 
presented to the convention possibly 
today but more probably Thursday: 
1. Governor James is expected to 
receive the votes of the entire dele­ 
gation of 72 on the first ballot. 


2. There will be some defections 
to Willkie on the second ballot— 
approximately 16 if the claims of 
former State Sen. Frank Harris, 
Allegheny County leader who heads 
the Pennsylvania Willkie bloc, are 
accepted; four or five according to 
estimates of the James leaders. 
3. If James’ vote fails to increase 
after the first ballot and Willkie and 
Dewey fail to win the nomination, 
a large bloc of Pennsylvania votes, 
perhaps as many as 50, may be cast 
for Taft once the 
Pennsylvania 
leaders are convinced James’ race Is 
futile. 
There is some minor .sentiment 
in the delegation for Hep Joseph 
Martin of Massachusetts and Herb­ 
ert Hoover.

TOKYO. June 28—The Japa­ 
nese cabinet today established 
“a Monroe Doctrine in the far 
fast’' as the foreign office denied 
that the sending of “observers” 
to French Indo-China consti­ 
tuted the first move in a cam­ 
paign to secure a Nipponese 
protectorate over the Nether­ 
lands East Indies. 
Changes in Japan's foreign policy 
in the face of the European war 
situation were 
submitted 
to 
the 
cabinet, after which the "Monroe 
Doctrine” policy was decided upon. 
This will include pushing the China 
“incident” to a rapid conclusion; 
non-involvement of Japan in the 
European conflict and establishment 
of Japan as the “stabilizing force” 
in East Asia. 
Japan made it clear that she will 
not 
permit 
intervention 
of 
any 
foreign powers in Indo-China or the 
Dutch East Indies. Her strengthened 
policy, it was stated, is not inclined 
in favor of the Rome-Berlin axis 
partners. 
Japan refuses to help either side 
in the European war, or aid Amer­ 
ica. it was stressed. She is acting 
solely for a self-sufficient economic 
structure in East Asia.

newspaper Asahi Shimbun reported 
the move of the cabinet, declaring 
the action was taken with a view' 
to "preventing any western power 
from interferring in East Asia, in­ 
cluding French Indo-China and the 
Netherlands East Indies.”

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Nego­ 
tiations between the National De­ 
fense Council and several automo­ 
bile manufacturers for the produc­ 
tion of the British Rolls Royce air­ 
plane engine were in progress today 
following Henry Ford’s refusal to 
turn out these power plans for Eng­ 
land’s fighting forces. 
The council had sought to have 
produced 6,000 of the Rolls Royce 
engines for the allied purchasing 
commission, and an additional 3,000 
to 4,000 for the United States gov­ 
ernment. The Ford Motor company 
was to have produced them. 
Ford informed the council that his 
organization Is willing to make the 
engines for the United States, but 
would not produce them for the al­ 
lied purchasing commission. 
The 
latter organization, headed by Brit­ 
ish Member Arthur B Purvis, is 
taking over all French munitions or­ 
ders in this country. 
Ford’s refusal to produce the Rolls 
Royce engines for Great Britain 
prompted the defense group to look 
elsewhere. 
“Mr. Henry Ford’s decision has 
necessitated the termination of ne­ 
gotiations with the Ford Motor com­ 
pany to manufacture the Rolls 
Royce engine.” the council said. 
“Cooperation in the production of 
this important military equipmen 
will be sought elsewhere.”

Donald Anderson, Mr. Anderson's 
son. adds, th at when a multiple of 
queens develop in the scap, some­ 
times the worker bees, who are un- 
sexed, join the queen bees in the 
war of the “survival of the fittest,” 
stinging all but one queen to death, 
thus bringing order and quiet, for 
work to proceed within the hive. 
The rem aining queen rules the hive 
When last Mr. Anderson inspect­ 
ed the hives, the bees so covered 
the cells, th at the queen cells, which 
are larger, escaped his attention.
